them lies) divefted us of that preheminence and Authority, 'xhich God, the Law , the 
Cuſtome, ani{ Conſent of this Nation had placed in us, and afſumed it unto themlelyes, 
that they ſhould likewiſe wich expedition pur torth the frui:s of that ſupream Power, 
for the A ſupprefling that Power they defpiſed ( an effeR of which Reloluri. 
on their wild aration againſt our Proclamation, concerning the pre'ended Ordinarce 
for the AGltis, and the puniſhing of the Proclaimers appearesto be ) Yer wee mult

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'Waothoſe ſenfible Men axe of the publick Catamiies, of the Violations of che Privi- 
le lges of Parliament, and the common Liberty of the SubyeRt, who have bin bafled 
aud injured by Malignant men, and Cayalicres about Us, We cannot imagine; And if 
thoſe Cavaliers are ſo much without the feare of God and Man, and fo ready to come 
mic all manner of Outrage and violence, as is pietended, Our Government ought to be 
the mere eſteemed, which hath kept them from doirg ſo; inſomuth as Wee beleeyeno 
perion hach cauſe ro complaine of any injury, or of aity dammage in the leaſt degree, 
any man about, or whe hath offered his ſervice to Us : All which being duely conſide- 
rcd, if the Contrivers of theſe Propoſitiens and Orders had bin truely ſenſible of the 
Obligation which lyes upon them, in Honour, Conſcience, and Duty, according to the 
hioh Truſt repoſed in them by Us and Our People, they would not have publiſhed ſuch

And that all Our loving Subjefts may ſee how cauſeleſſe and groundleſſe this ſcan- 
dalous Rumour and Impuration of Our rayſing Var againſt Our Parliament is, We 
have with this Our Declaration cauſed to bee Printed the Teſtimony of thoſe Loxds, 
and other Peeres of Our Councell, whoare here with Us, who being upon the Place, 
could not bur diſcover ſuch Our Intentions and Prepazations, and cannot be ſuſpeRed 
& r their Honours and Intereſt to combine in tuch miſchievous and horrid Reſolutions : 
And tlic: efore We ſtraightly eharge and command all Our loving Subjects _ their 
Allegi:nce, and asthey will anſwer the ccntrary attheir perils, That they yeeld no obe. 
diencc or conſent to the ſaid Propoſitions and Orders, and that they preſurne not ( un. 
- der any fuch Pretences, or by colour of any ſuch Orders) to raiſe or leavy any Horſe of 
Men, or to bring in any Money or Plate toſuch purpoſe : Butif, notwithſtanding this 
cleare Declaration and Evidence of Our Intentions, theſe Men ( whoſe Deſigne it is to 
compel Us ro raiſe War upon Our Parliament ) which all their skill and malice ſhall 
neve: bce able to efte& / ſhall thinke fir by theſe Alarms to awaken Us to a more 
neccflary care of the defence of Our Selfe and Our people, and ſhall themſelves ( under 
cvor of defence) in (o unheard of a manner provide (and ſeduce others to doe fo too ) 
off..ad Us,hay ng given Us fo lively Teftimony of their Aﬀe&tions what they are willing 
to ace, when they have once made themſelves able; All Our good SubjeRts will thinke 
it neceſſary tolooke to Our Selfe : And we doe then excite all Our well affected peo- 
plc, according totheir Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacie, and according to their ſo. 
leaine Vow and Proteftation (whereby they are obliged to defend Our Perſon, honour 
and Eſtate) td contribure their beft AﬀfRance tothe preparatiens neceſſary for the ap:

VVe doe therefore declare, That whoſoeyer, of what degree or quality ſoever, ſhall 
then upon ſo urgent and viſible neceſſity of Ours, and fuch an apparant diftraQtion of 
the _ ( cauſed and begorten by che malice and contrivance of this Malignant 
party) bring in to Us, and Our uſe, ready Money er Plate,. or ſhall underwrite co fi.r=. 


niſh any number of Horſe, Horſe-men and Atmes for the Preſervation of the publicke . 


e, the defence of Our Perſon, and the vindicatien of the Priviledge and freedome of 
arliament, V Ve ſhall receive it as a moſt acceptable ſervice, and as a teſtimony of his 
fingular affcRion to the Proteſtant Religion, the Lawes Liberties, and peace of the. 
Kingdome, and ſhallno longer defire the continuance of that affeftion, then wee ſhall. 
Þe ready to juſtifie and maintaine thoſe with the hazard of Our life. 

And we doe further Declate, that whoſoever ſhall then bring in any ſumms of money, 
or plate to aſſiſt Us in this great extremity, ſhall receive conſideration afcer the Rate of 
$ 1. per Ceyn, for all ſuch monies as he ſhall furniſh Us wathall, and ſhall upon the pay- 
ment of ſuch mony to ſuch Perſons, whom we ſhall appoinc to receive the ſame, receive. 
ſecurity for the ſame by good lawfull Aflurance of ſuch of our Lands, Forreſts, Parkes. 
and Houſes, as ſhall be ſufficient tos the ſame, and more reall ſecurity then the name of 
Publich Faith given without Us and agaiaRt Us, as if V Ve were nopart of the Publick; 
And belides we ſhal alwajeslook upon it as a ſervice moſt afteCttonately and ſeaſonably: 
pertormed for the preſervation of Us and-the Kinodome : But we ſhall be much gladder 


that their ſubmiſſion to thoſe Our Commands, and their defiſting from any ſuch Ar. - 


ecmpr of rayfing Horſe or Men, may eaſe all Our good Subjects of that Trouble, charge 
and yexation.
